DECISION 


Britain’s decision to make no 
payment whatever to the United 
States on June 15, when the next 
instalment of the war debt in- 
terest falls due, is one which has 
been foreed upon her, Had it 
not been for the passing of the 
Johnson. Act, by which no dis- 
tinction is drawn between for- 
mal defaulters and token payers, 
Britain would once, agsin have 
made a payment, As matters 
are, she has been left’ with the 
alternatives of meeting all the 
interest charges due, totalling 
$262,000,000, or, since a token 
payment. would not remove her, 
from the category of an actual 
defaulter, of making no payment 
at all, The resolve to adopt the 
latter course makes the question 
of getting down to a final settle- 
rment ‘one-of ‘urgency. ~ The pro- 
bability, indeed, is that the 
British decision was largely 
based on the hope that it would 
expedite negotiations with this 
end in view. The point to be 
stressed i, that there is no ques- 
‘tion of Britain. repudiating her 
obligations. That is made per- 
fectly ‘clear in the latest Note. 
In this connection, it must be 
remembered that ever since she 
made her first token payment, 
Britain has taken the stand that 
she is not disposed {0 revert to 
payment of the debt on the old 
basis, She is, however, willing 
and anxious ‘to negotiate a re-' 
vised agreement. The trouble 
has been that past approaches 
have not produced anything like 
unanimity of view between Brit. 
ain arid the United States as to 
the figure acceptable. Finland 
hag been cited by America as 
the only war debtor to meet its 
obligations’ in full, and it has 
been stated ‘that an agreement 
with Finland would be used a3 a 
“yardstick” in respect of other 
debtors. Against this, we have 
to put the fact that even a 
“Finnish model revision” would 
not meet the British viewpoint. 
Such a settlement would he 
based upon a virtual cancellation 
of interest charges. Coupled 
with other adjustments'- thig 
would bring the British oblign- 
-tlon down to something like two 
billion dollars. Even this sum 
would, in Congress’a’ present 
temper, be regarded as profligate 
Bencrosity. Precisely = what 
Britain would be prepared {0 
offer has not been disclosed, but 
it is said that Sir Frederick 
Leith Ross, when he visited the 
States list autumn, proposed a 
tenth of two billion dollars, pay. 
able in a lump sum, Although 
President Roosevelt: has shown 
himaclf more hospitable towards 
the debtors’ case than Congress, 
the British offer of last autumn 
left him and his subordinate 
negotiators cold. It is clear, 
therefore, that a wide gap exists 
between tho British and Ameri-

BEAUTY SLEEP | 4% thy ase /

6CQXLEEP that knita up tho 

ravelled aleove of. care’— 
It docs, but do we know ‘haw it 
does it? Till Intely we have known 
practically. nothing about sleep, 
Though ali of us, when we are 
well, do it every night, we do not 
learn by oxperience here. In fact 
the general expericnco is that the 
older wo grow the lesa wo sleop, 
though the more we wish to: Now 
at last we are beginning to find out 
a few of sleep’s secrets—at least 
we are’ beginning to lenrn why. we 
need sleep, and on the ether hand 
why, when we feel hve heed slecp 
most, it cludes us, . 

Sleep is not merely rest: it is 
renovation and repair. Experi- 
ments carried out with . healthy 
undergraduates showed, this odd 
fact. For the first three hours 
after falling asleep the metabolism 
of the body actually increases, 

It is clear what this menns. 
When the officials ond clerka 
are gone, then tho cleaning and 
repairing staff have to get to work. 

has been known for some time 
that wounds heal quicker if the 
paticnt can sleep, It is only after 
the first three hours or so that the 
deeper centres of the body, after 
tidying up the mess we have left, 
can themeclves turn in and rest. 

This explains why, though a 
person may get on for a long 
time on three or four hours of 
sleep, in the end he usually finds 
himself nervously overdrawn. If 
you take no more than three hours’ 


alecp you are living on loans 
advanced from your deeper nervous 
system, and sooner or later you 
will have to mect the overdraft, 

Of course, people do vary in 
their need of sleep, but probably 
not nearly as much as we have 
supposed, It balances out In the 
end. Ho who regularly cuts — the 
nightly hours due to” sleep ‘will 
probably be found sooner or Jater 
repaying them by daya and even 
weeks a-bed. 


ANOTHER REASON: | 


Research has disclosed another 
reason why we need so much sleep. 
Most of us think if we sleep well 
we sleep all night through “like a 
jog.” This if a mistake. = A. 
drugged man, © man ‘iho has been 
tortured may sleep with death-Ilke 
immobility—not the healthy, 
sottnd sleeper. It has ‘been found 
that the usual spell ‘of stendy sleep 
fs generally not more than ten. 
minutes, can 
} After that the sleeper shifts | 
Himself, alters breathing, comes | 
much nearer to the surfree of con- 
sciousness, generally ‘turns over, 
Then once more he switchbacks 
down {nto sleep. In short, he 
rocks himself. That is why it is 
important to sleep in the dark and, 
even move important, in the quict. 
Every lght, every murmur Is prob- 
ably attended to, 
~~ It hag” been” found that” long” be-| 
fore the sleeper wakes his muscles 
will tauten if a light is brought 
near him. He is beginning to 
rouse himself long before he knows 
it. Sound is an even worse dis-' 
turber. Naturo lets us close ‘our 
eyes but nover our cars. We are 
always ready to notice a suspiciaus 
sound. , Sleep, therefore, in the 
still hours ig a sleep of a higher 
quality. In between the semie 
rouses we slip deeper, Our cars 
report “All clear,” and for a few 
minutes we snatch a profounder 
reat. 

It sounds a restless business, but 
we must ‘remember that Nature’s- 
ways of balancing up wear and re- 
palr are not ours. Tho great lung 
muscles, for instance, and the 


heart muscles are yo made’ that, as 
they must always be on the go, 
they get thelr rest in between éach 
breath and beat. (A narrow mar- 
gin, but enough. 

. Why can’t we rest in the same 
economical way? Tho answer 
robably Ip that we are so intense- 
ly allve, Being fully conscious all 
the day. {9 a tremendous strain and 
we pay for it by blacking out all 
the night—or at least if we were 
roally good business men with our 
bodies, wo should pay these 
easential debts night by night as 
they fall due. .- 


AN ESSENTIAL. 


It ts clear, then, that sleep fa an 
essential, and that brings us to the 
second question which research is 
beginning to answer:. Why, if we 
so need sleep, docs sleep so often 
escape us? If wo need air, we 
breathe. If we need sleep, why 
shouldn't we be able so close our 
eyes ag we open our lungs and 
lot nature do the rest? 


Some people can, and the study 


of them and of animals has shown 
why so many of us can't... Sleep ia 
an act of attention, You have got 
to shift your attention. With 
animals and some men nature 
seems to do that for them. They 
know how to attend to her orders 
and submit. They do not cling to 
being awake. But “brain workers’* 
have taught themselves t inter- 
fere—never to submit to Nature 
without asking why, or at least 
becoming self-conscious about It. 
That ‘kind of attention is fatal. 
Think how you are riding o 
bicycla and, at Icast when you are 
learning, you will probably tumble 
off, Think how you are remember- 
ing a long poem, and the tongue 
stammors, or the fingering, of a 
plano passage, and the fingers 
stumble. This is an ilustration 
of what some psychologists have 
called the Law of Reversed Effort, 


The more you think about trying |. 


tho leas you can do the trick. 

Our minds to-day are trained 
more and more to annlyse every- 
thing. We are always trying, as 
we say, to follow a line of thought. 
That frame of mind is {natal to 
sleep. You'must, as it were, dilate 
the mind, see things largely—a 
little out of focts—before ‘sleep 
will come, That annlytic attention 
has quite extraordinary power of 
keeping us awake. : . 

This, then, seems the reason 
why we sleep so badly. We have 
so little control over our minds 
that we cannot stop them thinking; 
we can't switch over, declutch. :We 
Keep on saying, “Oh, how, I wish I 
could sleep," but renlly ** prefer 
to go on thinking, ° .

firat thing ia attention; learn to 
shift that.. It i half the battle. 
That is the truth behind watching

But do not count them’ with 
a limit.of, say, 100, If you do 
your mind says, “What! 60 already 
gone and I'm still wide awake!"

BRITAIN’'S WAR DEBT 
DECISION 


Reitain’n decision to make no 
payment whatever to the United 
States on June 1h. when the next 
instalment of Ure war debt in- 
terest falls due, is one which, has 
been foreed vpon hert Had it 
not been for the passing of the 
Johnson Act, by which no dis- 
tinction is drawn‘ between for. 
mal defaulters and token payers, 
Britain would once again Nave 
made, a payment. As matters 
ure. she has been left. with the 
alternatives of meeting all the 
interest charges due, totalling 
$262,000,000, or, since a. token 
payment would not remove her 
from the category of an actual 
defaulter, of making no payment 
at all. The resolve to adopt the 


latter course makes the question: 


of getting down to a final settle- 
ment one of urgency, The pro- 
bability, . indeed, is that the 
British decision was largely 
based on the hope that it would 
expedite negotiations with this 
end in view. The point to be 
stressed is that there is no ques- 
tion of Britnin repudiating her 
obligations. That is made per- 
fectly clear in the latest Note. 
In this connection, it must be 
remembered that ever since she 
made her: first token payment, 
Britain has taken the stand that 
she is not disposed to revert to 
payment of the debt on the. old 
basis. She is, however, willing 


and anxious to, nevotiate a re-}; 


vised agreement. The trouble 
has been that past approaches 
have not produced anything like 


unanimity of view between Brit-. 


ain and the United States as to 
the figure acceptable. Finland 
has been cited by America as 
the only war debtor to meet its 
obligations in full, and it has 
been stated that an agreement 
with Finland would be used a3 a 
“yardstick” in respect of other 
debtors. -Against this, we have 
to put the fact that even a 
“Finnish model revision" would 
not meet the British viewpoint, 
Such a csettlement would be 
based upon a virtual cancellation 
of interest charges, Coupled 
with other adjustments, this 
would bring the British obliga. 
tion down to something like two 
billion dollars. Even this sum 
would, in Congress’s present 
temper, be regarded as profligate 
generosity, Precisely what 
Britain would be prepared to 
offer has not been disclosed, but 
it is snid that Sir Frederick 
Leith Ross, when he visited the 
States lagt autumn, proposed a 
tenth of two billion dollars, pay- 
able inn lump sum, Although 
President Roosevelt has shown 


himself more hospitable towards’ 


the debtors’ cnse than’ Congress, 
the British offer of last autumn 
left him ond his subordinate 
negotiators cold. It is clear,

For the first three hours 
after falling asleep the metabolism 
of the body actually increases. 

Tt ia clegr what ‘this menns, 
When the officials nnd clerks 
are gone, then the cleaning and 
repairing stat havo to get to work. 
It has been known, for some time 
that wounds henl quicker ff the 
patient can sleep. It Ja only after 
the first three hours or so that the 
deeper centres of the body, ‘after 
tdying up the mess we have left, 
can themselves turn in nnd rest. 

This explains why, though ao 
person may get on for ai long 
time on three or four hours of 
sleep, in the end he. usually finds 
himeelf nervously’ overdrawn, | If 
you take no more than three hours’ 
sleep you are Iiving on loans 
advanced from your deeper nervous 
system, tind sooner or Inter ‘you 
will have to meet the overdraft, 

Of course, people do vary in 
their need of sleep, but probably 
not nearly as much as we have 
supposed, It balances out in the 
ond. He who regularly cuts — the 
nightly hours due to: alecp — will 
probably be found sooner or Jater 
repaying them by days and even 
weeks a-bed.

Why can’t we'rest In the ‘samo 
economical way? = The  afiswer 
probably ia that we are so intense- 
y alive. .Belng fully conscious all 
the day Is a tremendous strain and 
we pay for it by blacking out all 
the night—or at least {f we were 
really good business men with our. 
bodies we should pay these 
essential debts night by night as 
they fall due, ' 


* AN ESSENTIAL, 


It ia clear, thon, that sleep is an 
easentin), and that brings ua to the 
aecond question which research {3 
beginning to answer: Why, if wa 
so need sleep, does sleep so often 
excape us? If wo need ofr, we 
breathe. If we need sleep, why 
shouldn't we be able #o close our 
cyes as we'open our lungs and 
let nature do the rest? 

Some people can, and the study 
of them and of animals has shown 
why so many of us can't, Sleep ia 
an act of attention. You have got 
to shift your attention, With 
animals “and some men nature 
seems to do that for them. They 
know how to attend to her orders 
und submit, They do not cling to 
being awake. But “brain workers” 
have taught themselves to inter- 
fere—never to submit to Nature 
without. asking why, or at least 
becoming self-conscious about it. 
That kind of attention Is fatal. 

Think how you are riding a 
bicycle and, at least when you are 
learning, you will probably tumble 
off. Think how you are remember- 
‘ing a long poem, and the tongue 
stammers, or the fingering of a 
piano passage, and the fingers 
stumble. ‘This is an iustration 
of what some psychologists have 
called the Law of Reversed Effort. 
The more you think about trying 
the Iess you can do the trick. _ 

. Our minds to-day are trained 
more and more’ to analyse cvery- 
thing. We are always trying, 08 
we say, to follow a line of thought. 
That frame of mind is ‘fatal to 
sleep, You must, as ‘it were, dilate 
the mind, see things largely—a 
little out of focus—before sleep 
will come. That analytic attention 
has quite extruordinary power of 


keeping us awake. . 
This, then, seems the reason 
why we sleep so badly. We have 


After that the sleeper’ shifts! so ‘Itttle control over our ‘minds 


Himself, alters breathing, comes 
much nearer to the surface of con- 
sciousness, generally turns over. 
Then once more he switchbacks 
down into sleep. In short, he 
rocks himself, That is why it is 
important to sleep in the dark and, 
even more important, in the quiet. 
Every light,.every.-murmur.is.prob- 
ably attended to. 

It haa been found that long be- 
fore the sleeper wakes his muscles 
will tauten if a light is brought 
neny him. He is beginning to 
rouse himself long before he knows 
it, Sound Js an even worse dis- 
turber. Nature Iets ug close our 
eycos but never our cars, We are 
always ready to notice a suspicious 
sound. Sleep, therefore, in the 
still hours ig a sleep of a higher 
quality. In between the semi- 
rouses we slip deeper.’ Our cars 
report “All clear,” and for a few 
minutes we snatch a profounder 
rest. ; . 

It sounds a restless business, but 
we must remember that Nature's 
ways of balancing up wear and re- 
pair are not ours. The great lung 
muscles, for instance,

that we cannot stop them thinking; 
we can’t switch over, declutch. We 
Keep on saying, “Oh, how I wish I 
could sleep,” but really we prefer 
to go on‘thinking. . 


A FEW .HINTS. 
So a few hints on how to slcep, 


or_rather,-how..to._. avoid. .keeping. 
help, The, 


oneself awake, may 
firat thing ia attention: learn .to 
shife that. It is half the battle. 
That is the truth behind watching 
the sheep go through the hedge and 
the other pictorfal tricks for over- 
coming siceplessness. 

But do not count them with 
a limit of, say, 100. If: you do 
your mind saya, “What! 60 already 
gone and I'm atill wide awake!” 
At the century it says with sclf-

knew. Tt has really been 
looking - forward to being still 
awake at the 100! A far better 
way is to pay .attention to the 
background of, your © thought. 
Nearly all the while, behind your
